'e Counsel Offered No Defense. 


He Will Be Sentenced On Thureday. 
Quackenbush Tellt «f the Prisoner's 
Admieelena After Arrest—"I Did My 
Duty," He Replied, to Questions. 
BejOato. Sept 25.—Leon F. Czolgost, 


alias Fre4 Nieman. was found guUtr 
yesterday of murder in the first degree 
by a jury la part 3 of the supreme 
coort» la baring on the 6th day of 
September shot President William Mc- 
Kinley, the wounds inflicted afterward 
resulting la the death of the Presi- 
dent 


The wheels of justice mored swiftly. 


The trial of the assassin consumed 
eight hours and 26 minutes and cov- 
ered a period of only two days. Practi- 
cally all of this time was occupied by 
the prosecution in presenting a case 
BO clear, so conclusive, that even had 
the prisoner entered a plea of Insanity 
It is doubtful if the jury would hare 
returned a verdict different from the 
one rendered. 


Before adjournment Justice White 


announced that he would pronounce 
sentence upon the defendant on Thurs- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock. The pris- 
oner was taken at once through the 
tunnel back to the JaiL To all ap- 
pearances he was in no way affected 
by the result of the trial. 


At 1.44 p. m. District Attorney Pen- 


ney abruptly announced that the case 
of the prosecution was ended. Judge 
Lewis arose slowly, and, addressing 
the court, said that the sudden close 
of the case against Ccolgoaz was a 
surprise to him and his colleague. 
They had no witnesses to call for the 
defense. He asked the court that he 
be allowed to address the jury at once. 
The court contented, and the venera- 
ble Jurist began an address that will 
lomg be remembered by those who 
heard it 


Judge Lewis had* not been talking 


tern minutes when he filled with emo- 
tion. His voice was choked with tears. 
It was fully a minute before he could 
proceed. 


Several of the jurymen were in tears. 


It was a remarkable scene. It never 
had a precedent in any court room in 
this land. Women in the court room 
cried bitterly. Judge TUus then said 
that Judge Lewis had so completely 
covered the case, therefore the de- 
fence would rest 


District Attorney Penney began the 


summing up of the case for the prose- 
cvtlon at 3.10. He reviewed the con- 
clusive evidence of the terrible crime 
presented to the jury In a clear, con- 
else manner. They had carefully avoid- 
ed, he said, any unnecessary display 
or Indecency. 


THE TfMTIMONY INTERESTING 


Pact* About Czotgosz's Life Brought 


Out — Coolness of the Prisoner. 


Buffalo, Sept 15.— The trial of Leon 


¥• Csolgosx for the murder of Presi- 
dent HcKinley was resumed promptly 
•t t.4S o'clock yesterday morning. Dr. 
Maan was called «p for cross-examina- 
tlc*. He stated that the condition of 
the President at the autopsy was very 
QBVSual and not to be expected from 
the nature of the wounds. 


f*I presmme, therefore, that the op- 


timistic bulletins that were issued from 
tlme; to time by the physicians were 
•without any knowledge or suspicion of 
these symptoms that were afterwards 
discovered?" said Mr. Lewis. 


"Tms Dulletins on the 
conditions 


were -optimistic in that they gave no 
Idea of what was to come," was the 
reply. "They expressed no opinion. 
They Merely stated facts, but the opin- 
ions which were held by the staff 
seemed to be fully warranted by the 
condition of the President We had no 
reason to suspect the existence of any 
such state of affairs as was foand." 


Louis L. Babcock, who was In charge 


of the ceremonies in the temple of 
music on the day of the shooting, fol- 
lowed Dr. Mann. He gave details of 
the arrangements made for the. recep- 
tion. and described the position of -the 
President and told where . he stood 
when the shots were fired. The testi- 
mony of Edward ILj-.Rice, chairman,; of 
UML committee of _ ceremonies in,;the 


temple, was practically the same as 
Babcock's. Jauies L. Quaekenbusfc, an- 
. other member of the reception com- 


mittee, was then called ic the stand. 


"I was standing directly opposite 


the President," began ilr. Quackea- 
bush. "Just before the sho*s were 
fired I noticed this man, the prlscnar, 
lift something white. 
Immediately 


: there were two shots. Then tlie artil- 
j lerymen who had been standing behind 


S the President plunsed forward, as also 
! flld Secret Service Officer Gallagher. T*» 
! prisoner was borne to the floor. Secret 
i service men. Ofacers Ireland and Fos- 


< ter were also ia the group scrambling 
' on the floor about the defendant At 
| the President's right stood Secretary 
j Cortelyou and back of him the other 
j officers end artillerymen. It seemed as 
! if all these went to the floor in the 


mats. A few minutes later the pris- 
oner was lifted to his feet. He was 
struck In the face by one of the secret 
service men and again went to the 
floor. He was then removed to one of 
the side rooms of the buildings." 


On reaching police headquarters on 


the night of the shooting, Mr. Quack- 
enbush accompanied District Attorney 
Penney to the office of Mr. Bull, the 
superintendent of police, where the 
prisoner was being examined- 


"Tell us what transpired there." said 


the district attorney. 


Czolgosz Thought It His Duty. 


"Mr, Penney and the assistant dis- 


trict attorney had some conversation 
and then the prisoner, in reply to ques- 
tions, stated that he had killed the 
president because he believed it to be 
his duty. He understood the position in 
which he placed himself, and was will- 
ing to take his chances. Czolgosz said 
he had gone to the Falls on the pre- 
vious day wlta the intention of shoot- 
ing the president, but was unable to 
carry out his intention. He came to 
Buffalo and got in line with the peo- 
ple at the Temple of Music. The .de- 
fendant told is how he concealed his 
weapon; how he kept his hand con- 
cealed in his pocket while waiting to 
reach the president's side. When he 
reached a point in front of the presi- 
dent, he fired. If he had not been stop- 
ped, he said, he would have fired more 
shots. 


"Did he say anything about planning 


to kill the president on any other oc- 
casion?" asked District Attorney Pen- 
ney. "He said he had been watching the 
president for three or four days for a 
favorable opportunity of shooting:." 


"Did he give any reason for wishing 


to kill the president?" "Yes; he said he 
did not believe in the present form of 
government, or any of the institutions 
of it" Continuing, Quackenbush said: 
"He (Czolgosz) said he had for several 
years studied the doctrine of anarchy. 
He believed in no government, no mar- 
riage relations, and said he attended 
church for some tliae, but they talked 
nonsense, and he would not continue 
there." 


"He said he did not believe in the 


church or state?" asked Mr. Penney. 


"Yes, he said he believed in free love. 


He gave the names of several papers 
he had read, four of them, and he men- 
tioned one known as Free Society. He 
said he lived in Cleveland and said that 
before he came to Buffalo he had been 
in Chicago. He said that he had been 
influenced by the teachings of Emma 
Goldman and by another woman living 
in Cleveland." 


"He did not seem to be excited or dis- 


turbed while he was being questioned, 
but took a lively interest In what was 
going on," said Mr. Quackenfcush to 
Judge Titus, who now had the witness 
in hand. "I asked him to make a brief 
statement for publication, and he wrote 
out the following: 'I killed President 
McKinley because I done my dnty. I 
don't believe one man should have so 
much service and another should have 
none.' This statement he signed. After- 
wards he made a statement of two 
hours' duration. At times he volun- 
teered information, and went beyond a 
responsive answer." 


Crolgosz's Story of His Early Life. 
After a whispered conference be- 


tween Judge Lewis and 'Judge Titus, ! 
the latter asked several questions re- 
garding what Czoigosz said about bis 
early life. llr. Quackenbush replied 
that the prisoner had said that he at- 
tended school in Alpena, Mich. His 
mother died, .and his father remar- 
ried. They moved to "Warrensville, 
near Cleveland. He did not like his 
stepmother and left home. Czolgosz 
had worked in wire works, and had 
saved $400, one hundred of which he 
gave to his father. The rest supported 
him until his arrival in Buffalo. 


District Attorney Penney then asked 


Mr. iQuacker.bush if the prisoner had 
said foe was aljjne in. this crime; 


"Yes, he said he had acted entirely 


alone; planned the crime; carried it 
out alone, and was willing to take the 
responsibility," was the reply. 


"Did the prisoner use the word 'an- 


archy* ?" 


"He did not use that word, but the 


district attorney used it several times 
in putting questions. Czolgosz said he 
believed every king, emperor, presi- 
dent or head of government to be a 
tyrant, and should be put out of the 
way." 


Secret Service Officer Gallagher.

"Do you think it is a ladies' handker- 


chief?" said Judge Lewis. 


"No; it's a gentleman's." was the 


answer.

GUILTY, SAYS CZOLGOSZ 


Disallowed By Court, However, On 


Technical Grounds. 


Buffalo, Sept. 24—Leon F. Czolgosz 


was placed on trial yesterday morning 
charged with the murder of President 
William McKinley. Ke entered a plea 
of "guilty" -Rrhich was subsequently 
changed to "not guilty" by direction of 
the court 


Justice Truman C. White, one of the 


oldest and most experienced of the su- 
preme court judges was on the bench. 
Immediately after the opening of the 
court and after the prisoner had plead- 
ed. Justice Loran L. Lewis, senior 
counsel for the defendant announced 
that together with his colleagues, form- 
er Justice Robert C. Titus and Mr. 
Oaiiton fi. Ladd, they were ready to 
act in behalf of the prisoner. 


The first witness, SesiiMl J. Ftelda, 


chief engineer of the Pan-American 
Exposition, described the ground floor 
plan of the temple of masic, and was 
followed by Perry A. Bliss, a photogra- 
pher, who presented views of the inter* 
ior of the building. The remainder of 
the afternoon was taken up with the 
testimony of three physicians, two of 
whom had attended the President dur- 
ing his last days, while the other per- 
formed the autopsy. The latter. Dr. 
Harvey A. Gaylord, was the first of 
the trio to be called. He described the 
location of the wounds in the stom- 
ach and the direction of the bullet 
The cause of death was attributed to 
the gunshot wound, fundamentally, he 
said, and It was due to the changes 
In the sack of the stomach, in the pan- 
creas, caused by the "breaking down" 
of the material of the pancreas as a 
result of the passage of the bullet

Sudden Death of Schley'i Counsel 


Startled Inquiry Oonrt. 


PROCEEDINGS INSTANTLY ENDED 


Admiral Schley Deeply Affected—Jur- 


ist's Demise, Kow«v«r, Will Not Stop 
the Investigation—The Dead Attor- 
ney Had Enjoyed a Busy Life. 
Washington, Sept K.—Judge Jere- 


miah M. Wilson, chief counsel for Sear 
Admiral Schley, died a few minutes 
after 11 o'clock yesterday morning in 
his room at the Shoreham Hotel. On 
Monday evening Judge Wilson was 
taken suddenly ill acd called his fam- 
ily physician. 
The ailment was 


thought at that time to be acute indi- 
gestion. Now it transpires that the 
cause of death was uraemie poisoning. 


The court of inquiry pramptly ad- 


journed until this morning upon the 
news of Judge Wilson's death. Ad- 
miral Schley and Attorney Rayner 
were visibly affected. Tears sprang to 
the eyes of Admiral Schley, although i

asmuch as it brought out the fact that 
the reason why the fatal bnllet had 
not been located at the autopsy was 
because of the unwillingness of the 
President's relatives to have the body 
further mutilated by their instruments. 


Dr. Mann went over the ground cov- 


ered by Dr. Mynter and described the 
operation performed at the exposition 
hospital. "To find the track of the bul- 
let, back of the stomach," he explained, 
"it would have been necessary to re- 
move the boweir from the abdominal 
cavity. The performance of that opera- 
tion would -probably have resulted fa- 
tally as the president already had 
grown very weak as a result of the 
first operation." 


Both surgeons . testified that the 


primal cause of death was the gunshot 
wound In the stomach. One effect of 
this wound was, they said, to cause 
the gangrene.to^fojrnajn._the^increas.

SAFTia BISCLOSEft PLOT 


Man Arrested In 8t Louis Tell* * 


SUrttinf Tale. 


St Louis, Sept 25.—Edward Baftig. 


arrested on Monday afternoon, sus- 
pected of petty larceny, told Chief of 
Detectives Desmond yesterday that he 
was one of three men who conspired to 
assassinate President McKinley at 
Buffalo on September 6, acd that he, 
Baftig, tied around Czolgosz's hand the 
handkerchief that concealed the wea- 
pon with which he shot the President. 


"It was on the Monday before .the 


President was killed that I first knew 
that anything was to happen in An- 
archist circles," said Saftig. "On that 
date Fran3» Harrigan, an Anarchist 
that I had known in New York and at 
the Hotel Dewey, in Philadelphia, 1«- 
cated me and made an appointment 
for me to meet him at the Mlocelob 
saloon IB. this city. Harrigan told me 
that he wanted me to go t» Buffalo 
with him. He sail that taere was a 
man to be killed, a prominent man. I 
asked him who it was. He told me te 
wait and I would see. I finally con- 
sented to go with him. We left here 
on Tuesday and got into Buffalo on 
Wednesday evening late. 


"The next morning I met Czoigosz. I 


knew him, having met him tm Chicago 
several years before. Cxolgosz told 
me that he intended killing the Presi- 
dent K« said he had gone to Niagara 
Falls with that i». view, but had failed. 
He then said he would shoot the Presi- 
dent (he called him "Mack") where all 
people would know wky he was killed. 


"On Friday morning Caolgosz told 


me the shooting was to take place that 
day. He asked me to tie a handker- 
chief around his hand. I did so, and 
be placed a revolver in his hand tinder 
the handkerchief. He asked ma if I 
could sse that there was a weapon in 
his hand. I said that I eould not. That 
afternoon we went aut as he suggest- 
ed. I tied the handkerchief about his 
hand. Mine was fixed up the same 
way. At the gate I weakened. I left 
Czolgosz then and I never saw him 
any more."

NO MOKE "OLD SLEUTHS." 


DISGUISES ARE NOT USED IN MOD- 


ERN SECRET SERVICE. 


Clo*e to the Criminals" th« 


Chief Aim of the l»«rectiv«r — Mow lie 
Ingratiate* Miui»elf with Meu of the 
Vicious Claues — Hereditary Crime. 
In the government secret service 


"make-up" wardrobes have gone their 
•way to the old-clothes man, and the 
wigs and mustachios of the venture- 
some "agents" now find the limit of 
their usefulness at masquerade balls. 
The "lynx-eyed" sleuth, whom yellow- 
covered literature was wont to picture 
always "hot on the trail," is usually 
found, these days, quiet and composed, 
behind a roll-top desk in an easy arm 
chair, with a telephone at one hand 
and push bells at the other. Here he 
transacts most of his work without 
moving from his seat. He will tell you 
that stories like Sherlock Holmes, the 
development of the police columns in 
the daily newspapers, and their devo- 
tion of so much space to the rascals 
and the catchers of rascals have broad- 
ened the criminal mind, as well as 
"educated" and the leading public, and 
"smashed the theory of disguises to 
smithereens." 
This has revolution- 


ized the whole business. 


William P. Hazen, who has just be- 


come the head of a private bureau, 
after twenty years in the government 
service, said today that agents in run- 
ning down criminals have to depend 
for their disguise solely upon their 
own abilty to be "one of them." Often- 
times their careers do not vary much 
from the life of a commercial traveler, 
inasmuch as the object of each is to 
ingratiate himself in the good will of 
the tradesmen in his particular field. 
Decoy letters and judicious use of "the 
coin" have superseded the bull's-eye 
dark lantern and the six-shooter. 


"The working force of the secret ser- 


vice up to date," said Mr. Hazen, "is 
picked from aa classes in which crime 
exists. This includes men and women 
of all nationalities. Some lead a no- 
madic existence over the length and 
breadth of the country, under assumed 
names; others do not change their 
residence or their names. They live 
the life cf the people they hunt; they 
make them their friends; the resorts 
of those 'wanted' are their resorts; 
their friends are mutual, and they even 
share each other's bread. When a case 
is 'made' against a law-breaker, the 
secret service agent has been known \ 
to be the first to extend his sympathies \ 
to the man whom his wits have placed 
within reach of the law. Unless it can 
not be avoided, the secret service man 
does not reveal his Identity by testify- 
ing for the government at a trial. 
That is left for others, for Just so scon 
as the 'Informer' gives himself away, j 
from that period begins his uselessness j 
to the government, and also his dan- 
ger of being 'removed' by friends or 
members of the family of the man he 
has run down. 


"There are those in other walks of 


life who look down upon the secret 
service agent on account of the work 
that he performs. They say it is filled 
with hypocrisy and deceit, which they 
think would make the calling loath- 
some to any man of principle; but 
those well-meaning persons know lit- 
tle of the people that the government 
is pitted against Violators of the law 
lay great stress on trickery and deceit. 
To many of them a human life is of 
little account, and to match this des- 
perate cunning, nothing has proved so 
effective as the very same methods." 


Chief Wilkie, who is now at the head 


of the secret ser\-ice, says that New 
York 
maintains an unenviable pre- 


eminence in the counterfeiting of 
coins. During the twelve months just 
closed, he adds, there was less counter- 
feiting of notes in the United States 
than during any similar period since 
the adoption of the present system of 
currency. "The counterfeiting of coin 
fcas decreased all over the country, 
with the notable exception of New 
York City and vicinity. In that dis- 
trict are made more than 7-5 percent 
of the dangerous all-silver counterfeit 
coins in circulation in the United ] 
States." This opinion Is apparently j 
shared by ex-Chief Hazen, who says of \ 
the maker of bad money: 
j 


"Counterfeiters give the service its J 


hardest trials. 
The making of the j 


'queer* will probably never be stopped 
as long as the system of legal tender 
notes exists. Up North here it seems 
to be dene mostly by foreigners, but 
In the South It is distinctly a habit 
that seems, like moonshinlng. to con- j 
fine itself to famines, from" generation 
to generation. Men with a genius for 
creating imitations and a love for ex- 
citement drift into the life of a coun- j 
terfeiter, are caught, convicted, and ! 
serve their time. They become con- j 
firmed enemies of the government No j 
sooner are they out of prison than they 
go straight at their illicit trade again, 
seemingly intent upon but one thing, 
and that to beat the power that broke 
them. Imprisonment dees not seem to 
divert them from their purpose. Be- 
tween iron bars and copper plates they 
use up their lives, and when age dulls 
the eye and nerve, they bring up their 
children, not only in the trade, but 
with the principle that the government 
is to be a life-long opponent. The for- 
eigners who operate in the North are 
for th« most part fugitives from justice 
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on the other side. Hatred of govern- 
ment seems to be generally bred in all 
of them. 


"Because a counterfeiter curses the 


government, it does not necessarily 
follow that in his enthusiasm to preach 
his belief he leaves open a loophole by 
which he might uncover his occupa- 
tion. Counterfeiters, on the contrary-, 
are the closest-mouthed of persons. 
What grievances they may have they 
keep to themselves, and they have such 
a professional jealousy, lest their me- 
chanical secrets and inventions should 
become known to others of their kind, 
that they make no confidants. It is on 
such men as these that the secret ser- 
vice uses up its supply of informers.

Mr. Wilson, secretary of agriculture, 


after spending a week in the North 
Carolina mountains, is an advocate of 
the proposed Appalachian mountain 
reserve. Ke will recommend that con- 
gress make an appropriation for the 
purchase of about 2,000.000 acres of 
forest land with the states of North 
Carolina. Tennessee, South Carolina, 
Georgia and Alabama. 


The secretary found that the moun- 


tains are being denuded 
of forest 


growth at an alarming rate—with far 
more rapidity than he had believed 
possible—and unless congress is will- 
ing to appropriate a sufficient sum, 
perhaps S6.COO.OOO. to buy this land 
outright, it will only be a matter of 
a comparatively few years, he believes, 
before the effects of forest destruction 
will be plainly noticeable in the agri- 
cultural lands and manufacturing sec- 
tions fed by the 
Ohio, Tennessee, 


Yadkin, Savannah and Roanoke rivers 
not to mention the hundreds of small- 
er streams relied upon by the agricul- 
tural community. 


"This section is a natural water re- 


serve for nearly all the rivers of the 
south," the secretary says, "and the 
present operations can only result in 
the complete drying up of its rivers, 
or shrinking them to such an extent 
that their use will become wholly im- 
paired, for it is a recognized scientific 
fact that to preserve the streams the 
forests at their headwaters must not 
be destroyed. Right here 1st me say 
that it would be well for all southern 
members of congress to give more at- 
tention to this forest reserve, and let 
rivers and harbors work drift until 
the more important work is accom- 
plished. If this timber is destroyed, 
the objec- of rivers and harbors work 
will be defeated in advance, and there 
will be few streams remaining of 
sufficient size to justify a dollar's ap- 
propriation for improvements,"—New 
York Post

Attend tbe Planting and Har. 
of the Crop*—Their I>cl«teri- 


ou» Effect tTpoB tbe Soil. 
Lompoc, in Santa Barbara County, 


California, grows mustard for the 
•whole country. The sauce piquant of 
a nation is compressed in that one 
county, and in the spring the fields of 
brilliant canary yellow and of brown 
are sights for tourist eyes, as the 
pungent odor of millions of mustard 
flowers is grateful to their nostrils. 


- 
In this region 2000 acres are culti- 


rated to the seed, the industry em- 
ploying about 200 farmers 
No one 


employs himself exclusively in culti- 
vating the plant, because of its refusal 
to yield two successive crops upon the 
same land. Accordingly the mustard 
raiser can only devote a part of his 
farm to it each season. . The land from 
which he harvested his crop this year 
must nest year be planted to beans 
or barley, corn, pumpkins or beets. 
Indeed, results show that it pays to 
skip two years in planting mustard 
and only turn tbe soil to its use every 
third season. What active principle 
there is in the soil that is withdrawn 
by this exacting plant to the land's 
impoverishment has not yet been de- 
termined. When it is'solved, however, 
and the salt or other chemical neces- 
essary to supply to the soil the ex- 
tracted ingredient is identified, un- 
doubtedly the growing of mustard will 
become a. prominent industry in Cali- 
fornia. 


At present it is a comparatively un- 


known industry, though mustard has 
been raised in Lompoc Valley for 
nearly eighteen years. Attention was 
first drawn to the possibility of grow- 
Inig it by the abundance of wild 
mustard on the hills and in the valley 
sweeps through many parts of Santa 
Barbara County. 


The land selected for mustard grow- 


ing Ues in the middle of the valley and 
along the banks of the Santa Ynez 
River. 
The soil is deep sediment, 


dark and almost entirely 
without 


grit. Some mustard is grown on a 
light, sandy loam, but the heavier soil 
is preferable, as it not only' produces 
larger crops, but is not so feeble after 
the crop is removed. Indications of 
rain are important, as it Is almost use- 
less to sow mustard for growing dur- 
ing a dry winter. It requires plenty 
of water and cool weather in the rip- 
ening and pod-filling season. It is for 
this reason, that the Lonapoe district 
Is so adapted to Its growth; being 
close to the sea, it is visited during 
much of the year by heavy fogs, which 
roll in every night and precipitate 
little rains In themselves, besides keep- 
Ing the hot sun away from the land 
and providing the coolness so much re- 
quired by the mustard. 


The soil being selected, it is Broken 


tip immediately after the first rain 
of the season. It is cultivated from 
time to time to keep it open and to 
keep the weeds and grass down until 
about the middle of January, when 
it is shown to brown, 
called 
also 


Trieste, mustard. If It is proposed to 
plant It to the yellow variety Jhe sow- 
ing may be deferred until March. 


The seed is sown broadcast, with the 


hand, from three and one-half to four 
pounds being distributed to the acre. 
It is then harrowed in the ordinary 
way. The mustard presents a pretty 
sight while growing, especially when 
young, and at this stage It manes am 
excellent 
salad, having a. pleasant, 


pungent flavor. The white variety is 
often sown In England for mustard 
greens, which are used la place of 
spinach, and is also used as food for 
sheep after the turnip and rape crops 
have proved failures, the plant being 
of rapid growth and the 
provender 


fairly 
nourishing and good. The 


Lompoc crops, 
however, are 
never 


turned to these uses, the ultimate pro- 
duct being the only thing In view: as 
the brown variety produces the mcst 
per acre more land is grown to it than 
to the yellow. 


The mustard stalk Is straw colored, 


growing from three to five feet in 
height and bearing Its characteristic

Tbe roller having thoroughly gone 


orer and broken up tbe stalks, the 
straw is then raked off -with a hand 
rake and left upon the sheet, a. mass of 
seed and chaff. This is quickly heaped j 
into a pile by simply lifting up the | 
edges of the cloth and turning its con- j 
tents toward the centre. A fan is j 
then brought into requisition and the j 
pile run through. This separates the j 
light, loose material from the heavier • 
seed, which falls to the bottom and is • 
received by another rart of the cloth.

"The power of discovery," said Dr. 


Lynch, ''has a direct relation to the 
•quantity of mucus froth in the air 
tubes, and to the penetration of tlie 
substance of the lungs with water. 
The larger the amount of froth pro- 
duced, ihe less the hope of recovery; 
for when the lungs have undergone 
these changes they are physically un- 
Utted either to receive or expel air by 
respiration, and are incapable of col- 
lapsing. It is right that every reason- 
able effort should be made to restore 
life, but if the lungs are sodden with 
water their functions cannot be re- 
stored by any mode of treatment. 


"After removal from the water the 


continuance of the heart's action fur- 
nishes no criterion of the power of re- 
covery. A human being, as a rule, dies 
if submerged for a period of from 
four to five minutes. In a few excep- 
tional cases persons have been resus- 
citated after this period, but it is most

against the old method of rolling the 
body on the ground or over a barrel, 
and against holding the body with the 
head inverted and shaking, with the 
false idea of draining the water from 
the lungs. This, he says., will readily 
snap ihe slender thread of life. 
He 


says the amount of water in the trac-ii- 
-ea and bronchial tubes v.-ill always be 
•small, and may be removed by simp- 
ler and less harmful means.

In some respects a good landscape 


gardener, landscape engineer or land- 
scape architect—whatever he may be 
called, in connection with the artistic 
and practical development of land- 
scapes and grounds—occupies an un- 
enviable position, and he may be 
likened to the pioneers in any great 
?ause where advances are met with dis- 
trust and antagonism born of ignor- 
ance. 


Ke has, first of all, to show that his 


work, though closely associated with 
the pick and shovel, is not of it and has 
artistic realizations as well as natural 
and purely mechanical ones. He is a 
true artist with visionary ideas, large- 
ly, which are tempered by the prac- 
tical molding of nature and brought 
into 
living 
facts. 
An undeveloped 


piece of land is seen by him through 
evolutionary lenses, and he pictures 
the effects which might be produced 
by grading, planting, arranging paths 
aad drives or altering the course of 
streams. 
His first picture 
is, per- 


haps, barely more than an outline, 
such as a painter might sketch pre- 
paratory to adding the colors and 
touches which almost put life into a 
portrait; the development and details 
are largely the result of study and 
practical ability, always accompanied 
by the artistic touch and nature ap- 
preciation which belong to a good land- 
scape gardener. 


But a small percentage of the pub- 


lic appreciates the qualifications pos- 
sessed by the landscape gardener; to 
the remainder lie is simply an unus- 
ually good gardener, or one who is 
too much above menial work and de- 
sires to theorize. Tney do not believe 
he can be on the same plane as men 
of other professions, and he has to 
force his way to the front by showing 
results—and these do not come quick- 
ly, as a rule. 


Like any other profession, there are 


"'quacks.'' to use a meaning popular 
term, and the true landscape artist 
must beat down the barrier of distrust 
which such men create continually. 
Their knowledge and practice are both 
limited and they will make any kind of 
bargain, whatever is best calculated to 
obtain a good sum for a little work— 
future results are of but little mo- 
ment to these transient gardeners. 


Where a man is recognized to be 


master of his profession, he should be 
hampered as little as possible, espe- 
cially not before he has opportunity 
to present his Ideas. Expense ought, 
so far as practicable, be a secondary 
consideration, just as it would be were 
a doctor of medicine called In for ined- 
Ical advice. The best should always 
be the highest aim in any walk of 
life—and no one asks to receive ""-"alue, 
even in advice merely, without offer- 
Ing fall eauivalent.—Meehan's Month- 
ly.

Of ail the advice which the physician 


has to give his patient, in many cases 
the most valuable is his aavice as to 
diet. 
Instances not infrequently oc- 


cur, however, of specialists wto. in 
their endeavor to "reconstitutionalire" 
their patients, as the elder Jackscn 
of Dansville fame was wont to put it, 
broadly condemn in a most unwar- 
ranted way some one or more of the 
most healthful of foods. 


Sweeping generalizations as to the 


harmfulness of widely used foods and 
beverages, such as wheat flour, milk 
and coffee, are too often made by phy- 
sicians, and as a result there have aris- 
en numberless attempts to replace 
these great staples with substitutes 
more or less inferior to the article 
condemned, and in many cases actu- 
ally harmful through active ingredi- 
ents, or from the omission of valuable 
constituents found in the natural prod- 
uct. 


The time is nigh when the fad for 


substitutes and modifications of nat- 
ural foods will pass, and the effort of 
the physician will be largely confined 
to the securing of purity and conform- 
ity to standard. The harmfulness of 
the great universal food stuffs lies 
rather in the methods of use than in 
constitution. 


Notwithstanding the astounding in- 


crease in the consumption of wheat 
anionir the nations of the earth, and in. 
face of ihe fact that the dominant races 
are wheat eaters, we constantly find 
persons of more than ordinary intelli- 
gence in most things who have been 
needlessly frightened into the disuse 
of this prince of foods. To account for 
the taboo placed upon wheat the most 
specious and contradictory reasons are 
given. 


la a recent case a specialist cf prom- 


inence in one of our great medical cen- 
tres forbade his patient the use of 
wheaten bread on the ground "that 
v.-heat contains such a large amount 
of silica that it hardens the arterial 
Avails." There are many cases in which 
the use of wheat or other starchy foods 
might be wisely forbidden and for 
valid reasons intelligible to an;.- one 
conversant with the rudiments of the 
physiology and chemistry of digestion; 
but. if reasons must be given the pa- 
tient for such interdiction, v.-hat ex- 
cuse can there be for an attempt to 
satisfy his inquiring mind with this 
sort cf twaddle. In the case noted, 
the sand was surely in the possession 
of -the learned exponent of well-living 
rather than in the wheat flour. Silicic 
acid, the soluble colloid form of sili- 
ca, thougn present in minute propor- 
tions in Y.-b/eat, is not likely to be ab- 
sorbed to the extent cf warranting any 
fear of silicious arterial sclerosis. Ad- 
verse opinions regarding common ar- 
ticles of food soon become widespread, 
and serve as the basis for foisting upon 
•the confiding public all sorts of ''green 
gourd substitutes" for 
those 
foods 


which most nearlj- represent the staff 
of life. There is room for the dietist. 
but he should handle the tabco with 
discretion and with reference to the In- 
dividual case_. and beware how he Im- 
poses upon the public misleading no- 
tions as to the general Injurious nature 
of 
common food 
stuffs.—American
